ABSTRACT 

A thread (1) for forming a vascular stent implanted in vessels. This thread is 
formed by melt-spinning a biodegradable polymer. On the surface of the thread, 
there is formed a layer (2) of a drug-containing biodegradable polymer of the same 
sort as the biodegradable polymer constituting the thread. 
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(57) Abstract: A thread (1) for constructing a vascular stent which is to be introduced 
into a vessel and retained therein. This thread is formed by melt-spinning a biodegrad- 
able polymer and a drug-containing layer (2) made of the same biodegradable polymer 
as the biodegradable polymer constituting the thread is formed on the surface of the 
thread. 
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
